NEVER WAS the world more 
in need of a Saviour to tell us 
how to get rid of our selfishness, 
hatred, prejudices and other un­ 
christian feelings and actions, and 
to learn to live as Jesus would 
have us—and as He lived. 
Once more our lesson takes us 
to the beginning of Jesus' minis­ 
try, and wfe read of the things He 
did and of the way He spoke, and 
wish He was here with us on 
earth now to help us to see how 
we can make the world a place 
worthy of Him. 
Political parties in every coun­ 
try quarrel and call namea; gov­ 
ernments rise and fall; all seems 
chaos, with b r o t h e r battling 
brother, and young men dying as 
warfare rages, while civilians lose 
their homes, possessions and lives. 
After the baptism of Jesus, He, 
“filled with the Holy Spirit,” went 
into the wilderness where He was 
tempted by Satan. You remember 
how the Master withstood these, 
and how He told Satan to be gone. 
He then went to His old home, 
Nazareth, aul on the Sabbath He 
went into the synagogue, and 
stood up to read, and this is what 
He read: 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
Me, because He hath anointed Me 
to preach the gospel to the poor; 
He hath sent Me to heal the brok­ 
en-hearted, to preach deliverance 
to the captives, and recovering of 
sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, 
‘T o preach the acceptable year 
of the Lord.” 
Then He closed the book and 
began to talk. So gracious were 
His words that the people who 
had known Him from childhood 
were amazed and asked one an­ 
other if this was indeed Joseph 
and Mary’s son whom they had 
known to long. 
Jesus told them that “No proph­ 
et is acceptable in his own coun­ 
try,” and His further remarks an­ 
gered them so that they took Him 
up into a mountain that over­ 
looked the town, and would have 
thrown Him off to His death, but 
He slipped through the crowd and 
went away. How quickly people 
change from amazement and won­ 
der to anger! 
Later on in His ministry, crowds 
followed Him, for His fame spread 
about. He had healed the sick. 
cast out demons, and all the peo­ 
ple brought their sick, lame, blind, 
deaf, and demon-possessed to Him 
to be healed. 
The p u b l i c a n s and sinneas 
flocked to hear and see Him; even 
the Scribes and Pharisees came. 
but they hoped to trip Him. They 
accused Him of consorting with 
tinners. 


So, He told them the parable 
of the lost sheep, how, if a man 
had many sheep and one of them 
strayed and was lost, he left the 
others and searched until he had 
found the lost one, and brought it 
home in triumph, calling on his* 
neighbors and friends to rejoice 
with him. 
If a woman had ten pieces of 
silver, Jesus told them, and lost 
one, she would sweep her house 
and look everywhere until she 
found it, and would then call on 
her neighbors to celebrate her 
good fortune. 
Then He told them the parable 
of the prodigal son who left his 
father's house, wasted his sub­ 
stance and was reduced to abso­ 
lute starvation, so that he even 
envied the pigs their food. 
Then the foolishness and wick­ 
edness of his conduct were made 
clear to him and he decided to go 
hack home, tell his father how 
sorry he was for hts wayward­ 
ness, and beg forgiveness. 
Jesus told how the father re­ 
ceived him with affection and 
gave a great feast to celebrate 
this beloved son’s return. He also 
pictured the hurt feelings of the 


good, older son because his father 
seemed to have taken him for 
granted but was making such a 
to do over the sinner; and how 
the father comforted him. 
“For even the Son of Man came 
not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister, and to give His life a 
ransom for many,” Jesus told 
them. He came to save mankind. 
“For God to loved the world, 
that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” 
Many consecrated m e n a n d 
women have felt that they were 
called of God to try to save the 
w’orld, and have done their best 
and often sacrificed their lives in 
doing it. They have faithfully fol­ 
lowed in the Master s footsteps. 
Jesus said: 
“I am come a light into the 
world, that whosoever believeth 
on Me should not abide in dark­ 
ness. 
“He that rejecteth Me, and re­ 
ceived not My words, hath One 
that judged him: the word that 
I have spoken, the same shall 
judge him in the last day. 
“For I have not spoken of My­ 
self; but the Father which sent 
Me, He gave Me a commandment, 
what I would say, and what I 
should speak. 
"And I know that His com­ 
mandment 
is 
life 
everlasting; 
whatsoever 
I 
speak 
therefore, 
even as the Father said unto Ma 
so I speak” 


In 
5>ur consideration of the 
causes of war we come this 
w’eek to an im portant economic 
cause: 
T h e 
overwhelmingly 
powerful influence of the wealthy 
few upon the w'orld’s political af­ 
fairs. 
Following World W ar I, there 
was a tim e when 
the 
reading 
public felt fairly certain t h a t 
there was only one basic cause 
of war, and that was the will­ 
ingness of a few rich families of 
the w’orld to inspire w ar in order 
to m ake profits rn their business. 
The 
“ munitions 
m ak ers” 
and 
“ international 
bankers” 
were 
given all the blame. 
The United States Senate c a r­ 
ried out an extensive investiga­ 
tion to ascertain the facts con­ 
cerning 
the 
financial 
b a c k ­ 
ground of the W’ar. Novels were 
written and movies w’ere made 
depicting the m enacing network 
which threatened the individual 
of all lands as a m ere pawn, not 
in the hands of governm ent but 
in the hands of a few sinister 
men who controlled all govern­ 
ments by the power of t h e i r 
purses, 
But there is a more s u b t l e 
way in which huge wealth in the 
hands of a few precipitates war. 
When any mention of a change 
in the present fram ew ork of so­ 
ciety is made, 
the 
person 
or 
group making the suggestion is 
at once branded as radical and 
dangerous to society. The 
fact 
remains, however, that the total 
social order cannot always be 
exploited by the fortunate 
few

without further economic chaos 
ensuing. 
A fundam ental cause of war, 
therefore, is the obstructive un­ 
willingness 
which 
the 
v e r y 
wealthy—and m a ry even w h o 
are not so wealthy—have usual­ 
ly showm to cooperate with the 
common people of the world to 
bring about “ peaceful change” ) 
for the better. 
Leaving these economic fac­ 
tors, let us go on to c. considera­ 
tion of two other m ajor cuases 
of w ar—the psychological a n d 
the ethical. 
The 
psychological causes of 
war may be grouped as follow’s: 
(I) 
the 
“ predatory” 
tem pera­ 
ment, or disposition, of the na­ 
tion; (2) ideologies which gov­ 
ernm ents form ulate to 
"condi­ 
tion’’ their people for national 
self-assertion; and (3) the “ fear- 
anger” drive which kindles hat­ 
red toward rival nations. 
One can hardly disagree with 
Veblen 
and 
Tagore 
that 
the 
world’s political 
and economic 
structure has followed m an's in­ 
satiable 
desire 
to accum ulate 
possessions. The foreign policies 
of the “ pow’e r ” nations h a v e 
been directed toward that end. 
Tagore 
holds 
that 
Western 
“ nationalism ” has had this as 
its sole purpose: “ The truth is 
that the spirit of conflict a n d 
conquest is at the origin and in 
the centre of the 
Western n a­ 
tionalism; its basis is not social 
cooperation. . . .It is like t h e 
pack of predatory creatures that 
must have its victim .” 
Modern w ars are 
caused 
in 
predominant m easure 
t h e r e - 
fore. by the determination, 
on 
the one hand, of the “ have” na­ 
tions to keep what their preda­ 
tory exploits acquired for them 
decades ago; and on the other 
hand, of the “ would have” na­ 
tions to take some of these de­ 
sirable possessions away from 
these rival powers.

Dean Aeheson’s testimony on China was 
in many respects revealing. While his reci­ 
tation of Chinese history for the period un­ 
der discussion was, in the main, correct as 
to dates, names, ariel places, he did not pro­ 
vide evidence of an understanding of the 
spirit of the Chinese people.
